KELLOGG NOT SUMMONED 


The house foreign affairs committee 


has voted not even to summon Secre- 
tary Kellogg. As for the senate, the 
debate and colloquies during Senator 
Borah's speech show that members of 
the senate are fully aware that Presi- 
dent Coolidge was following precedents 
established by Democratic as well as 
Republican presidents of the United 
States and that while there may be dif- 
ferences of opinion as to whether Juan 
Sacasa or Adolfo 
Diaz should have 


been recognized, the theory of Ameri- 
can intervention to back up a consti- 
tuted government at its request is not 
disputed.

' Some' differences of opinion as to 
whether American lives were endair-- 
gered also have become largely aca- 
demic, depending on whether the land- 


, ing of marines is justified to prevent a. 


protracted civil war in which foreign- 


' ers would be endangered or whether it 


is necessary to await an actual'killing 
of foreigners before marines arc lan-1- 
cd to.protect American life and prop- 
erty. 


MONROE DOCTRINE ISSUE 


The problcm'of, whether the Monroe 


doctrine is or is hot involved also ap- 
pears to have little bearing from the 
viewpoint of Senator Borah. Other sen- 
ators took issue with 
him claiming 


that i£ the United States did not pro- 
tect the lives and property of Europ- 
eans, their respective 
governments 


would do it and forces might have to 
be landed which would lead ultimately 
to violations of the spirit of the Mon- 
roe doctrine. Mr. Borah sweeps all 
this aside by conceding that the Uni- 
ted States has special interests in Nic- 
aragua by reasons of "propinquity." 
The state^department is not disposed 
to argue what.are the original bases 
.for its intervention in Nicaragua so 
long as it is admitted even by oppo- 
nents of its policy that the United 
States has a special interest in Nic- 
aragua affairs. 


In principle the department of state 


Is not averse to the holdi.ig of a new 
election, provided of course 
all the 


parties, including .President Diaz indi- 
cate their desire for it. Nothing will be 
done to force a new election because it 
is taken for granted that the people of 
Nicaragua will have this opportunity 
in the 192$ elections. If they disap- 
prove of the present administration, 
they.are in no worse position than peo- 
ple in other countries who have to 
wait patiently for an election to cxer- 
ciso a recall. 


BORAH'S STAND 


Mr. Borah insists that the Diaz gov- 


ernment, however, is not legal, but he 
admits that errors of judgment as to 
what is or is not a legal government in 
Central America might be made by the 
best regulated departments of state. 
Secretary Kellogg construes the elec- 
tion held by the congress as valid. He 
takes this view because representa- 
tives of all parties were present in- 
cluding delegates from the Sacasa fac- 
tion. It may be argued that intimi- 
dation was used to prevent the latter 
from voting, but the records here do 
not show it. In fact, they do show that 
a clear majority of 4-1 was polled by 
Diaz out of a total of 67 and that at no 
time did the Sacasa dcelgates 
have 


sufficient strength to choose a presi- 
dent of their own party.

Water levels of all the Great Lakes

"Today, not a handful, but the great 


body of tho American public is inter- 
ested in the railroads. 
The volume 


of traffic handled during 19C6 was. in 
the aggregate, larger than ever be- 
fore reported, and many rsads were 
in the best physical condition of the 
past decade. 
Earnings, too, in many 


cases-were.best, ever reported. Gross 
revenue increased nearly 5 per cent 
aver 1925, and net operating income 
about 12-per cent. Indications are that 
the roads came-very close to earnings 
the allowable"%.75 per cent on their 
tentative aggregate capitalization. 


SHOW LARGEST GAINS 


"As compared with 1925. the chief 


gains in traffic the past year .were in

THE WOODS APPOINTMENT 
The Senate Interstate Commerce com- 


mittee by a vote of eight to six ha? re- 
jected the appointment by the president 
of Cyrus E. \Voods of Pennsylvania as a 
member of the Interstate Commerce com- 
mission. The Woods appointment is of 
great importance to the coal-consuming 
lake states and Xorth\\est. and it is also 
of great importance a> a subject of pub- 
lic policy. It is being opposed on the 
ground that it v.as dictated by sinister 
politics, and that it represents an attempt 
by powerful Pennsj Ivania interests to se- 
cure local and partisan representation on 
the Interstate Commerce commission. 


Mr. Woods was selected by President 


Coolidge to succeed Frederick I. Cox of 
New Jersey, whose term expired Decem- 
ber 31st last. Mr. Cox had been on the 
commission a number of years and was 
widely recognized as one of its most qual- 
ified and experienced members. He had a 
record of fair and faithful service. By the 
rules of both fitness and courtesy he. 
should have been reappointed. Back of his 
displacement is a story of intrigue 
that not only invalidates the president's 
choice, but reveals a deal characteristic 
of Pennsylvania politics. 


For some years Pennsylvania coal, rail 


and other interests have been trying to 
secure special representation on the In- 
terstate Commerce commission. 
When 


Commissioner Woodlock was appointed 
to the commission, Senator Reed cf Penn- 
sylvania opposed the appointment on the 
ground that Pennsylvania did not have 
representation on the commission. 
He 


subsequently withdrew his opposition, 
and newspaper articles at the time stated 
. that Senator Reed had been promised by 
the president that Pennsylvania would be 
given recognition at the next opening on 
the commission. Mr. Coolidge's selection 
of Mr. Woods in preference to a reap- 
pointment of Commissioner Cox would 
seem to sustain the story ol a promise. 
That Reed urged and secured the ap- 
pointment of Woods over a reappoint- 
ment of Cox is partly because Commis- 
sioner Cox voted against the alleged in- 
terests of Pennsylvania in what is com- 
monly known as the Lake Cargo Coal 
Rates case, and partly to secure partisan 
representation on the commission. 


Mr. Woods is a po\\er in Pennsylvania 


politically. He was a "harmonizer" of the 
Pepper-Fisher 
factions in the recent 


odoriferous senatorial primaries. 
Mr. 


Woods was severely grilled by the senate 
committee \\hich investigated thai scan- 
dal, but he denied any connection with 
the money transactions. He has enjoyed 
a number of federal appointment?. It is 
8aid that \\hen the president \\avered 
over the Commerce Commission appoint- 
ment, Secretary Mellon went to the 
White House and demanded and got it.

Northwest would not relish and which it 
is bound to resist. It would be highly in- 
jurious to consumers who use special 
grades like gas and coke coals, to comr 
pctitivc distributors and to the public at 
large. 


The Railroad commission of Wisconsin 


has sent a formal protest to Senators 
Lenroot 
and LaFollelte against the 


Woods appointment, and the senate com- 
mittee has in the light of the facts reject- 
ed the appointment. When Mr. Coolidge 
himself ascertains the real facts, it will be 
his duty to withdraw the appointment. If 
he does not. only one conclusion can be 
drawn, and that is that he is completely 
under the influence of Reed and Mellon in 
the exercise of his appointive authority. 
If the appointment were to prevail, it 
wotild introduce a principle into the or- 
ganization of the Interstate Commerce 
commission destructive of its standing 
and usefulness. 
Quite regardless of the 


merits of the Lake Cargo ' Coal Rates 
case, the Woods appointment should be 
defeated because of its origin and the in- 
fluences back of it. As a matter of fact. 
Commissioner Cox should have been re- 
appointed to the commission. 


MAYOR IS JUSTIFIED 


Considerable objection has been raised 


to the proposed action of the city council 
to allow advertising signs to appear 
on waste receptacles which an advertis- 
ing company seeks permission to install 
in Appleton. and many protests have been 
made to Mayor Rule by people who have 
pride in the appearance of our city. Thtfre 
is no opposition to the waste paper boxes 
but there is considerable objection to 
permitting advertising on -these boxes. 


Considerable progress has been made 


in late years in beautifying our city, elim- 
inating unsightly bill boards and the old 
custom of tacking advertising signs on 
telephone and telegraph poles and sand- 
wich boards on the edges of sidewalks. 
The principal objection was that they 
were unattractive and eyesores. 


Now the council would permit a return 


of the old nuisance under a new guise. 
The garbage boxes will contain about 
four square feet of advertising on each of 
the four sides and there is no restriction 
as to what may be advertised nor how it 
may be advertised. No doubt the adver- 
tisers will want the painting to be as 
gaudy and striking as possible to attract 
attention and if the company is permitted 
to set up the boxes Appieton will present 
a bizarre appearance indeed. 


If waste paper collection boxes are 


needed here we think the city can af- 
ford them. The general principle of farm- 
ing out a civic service to someone who 
expects to make a profit from it is wrong 
and it is reprehensible when it makes the 
city less attractive. Mayor Rule not only 
was justified in ordering the city attorney 
to withhold the contract but he will earn 
commendation if he takes a determined 
stand against the entire proposition.

effect that I am the only doctor who preaches such 
things. But they will be wrong. I have quoted two 
ifirst paragraphs verbatim from the public bulletin: 
[of the health rJerartment of one of tftc Jargcst ci::es 
in America. It is only fair to me to add that the 
second paragraph in its entirety as printed in this! 
health department bulletin was as follows:

view is offered m this public bulletin—you pays 
your money (if you are a citizen of the city con-

If no disease known to medical science is caused 


by heat or cold, why not take the baby outdoors 
when he has a disease somebody thinks is caused 
by cold, and why not let him play as usual on the 
floor? 


Huh. that's no poser for an experienced public 


health officer. He can get plenty of testimony that 
if you take the baby with the "cold" outdoors you 
are likely to expose other persons to infection with 
whatever ails the baby. That is true enough, if the 
baby is taken where other persons come in contact 
with him. And as for lettinc the baby play on the 
floor when he has an alleged "cold," why madam, 
without implying- that your floors are particularly 
filthy we can bring plenty of good testimony to 
support the fear that a baby may pick up harm- 
ful disease germs from the dust or filth on the 
floor. So this big city health department is per- 
fectly safe 
in telling the world that no disease 


known to mpdical science is cauied by heat or cold, 
as long as these weasel paragraphs are appended to 
the startling advice.

health educational bulletin we have weasel senten- 
ces or paragraphs', which suck the meaning out of 
the brave sentences on which they are fastened.

their net profits in many cases ex- 


ceeded what was an agreed fair gross 
profit. 
NOTHING TO BE DONE ABOUT IT 


Senator 
Copeland 
declared 
that 


there could be no doubt that the local 
dealers profiteered and that 'dealers 
throughout the country had done the 
same thing, even if on a smaller scale. 
Then he inquired if there were not 
something that could be done -to pre- 
vent that sort of thing and to avert 
another strike that seamed imminent 
and that would be made an excuse 
for another raid on the public purse. 
The only answer this drew his col- 
leagues was a, "comment" to the effect 
that the Government could not" go in- 
to the coal business. And since the 
committee made 
no recommmenda-

with net profits of $28,500. However 
this dealer had officers' salaries ag- 
gregating almost .$15,000 and was al- 
lowed $7000 for depreciation and $4100 
for an income tax payment. 


In. fact, the committee says, 
the 


auditors were moie than liberal with 
the dealers in the matter of salaries 
selling costs, and allowances- for de- 
preciation and income tax. Every cost
